School Heads Seek 
Methods to Protect 
Books, Equipment

New methods of safeguarding 
school property, surh as text­ 
books and laboratory apparatus, 
are expected to be evolved by a 
special committee of educators 
before the fall school term 
opens, as the result of a con­ 
ference in Los Angeles called by 
Dr. Walter F. Dexter, state su­ 
perintendent. 

The change Is necessary be­ 
cause Attorney Gene 'at Earl 
Warren ruled recently that 
schools cannot require students 
to make deposits to assure the 
return of school property or to 
protect it against unwarranted 
wear or damage. 

"Enrichment of the curricu­ 
lum through activities financed 
by fees for membership In stu­ 
dent organizations may be se­ 
verely reduced," Dr. Dexter 
stated. "Because the law per­ 
mits voluntary membership in 
student organizations and vol­ 
untary payment of membership 
fees or dues, a study of activi­ 
ties supported   by student fees 
should be made to find methods 
of maintaining activities that 
have been developed through 
voluntary cooperative activity of 
sti dents."
